DESERVING CHARITY. 
——— 


NIGHT SHELTER FOR NEEDY 
CATHOLIC MEN. 


The relief work on. behalf of homeless 
Catholic men which is carried on in the Free 
Night Shelter at Back lane, Dublin, by the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, was com- 
mended to the generous support of the public 
at a meeting held in the Dublin Mansion 
House yesterday, under the presidency of the 
Right Rev. Monsignor Wall, P.P., ¥.G, 

In á letter, expressing regret at his inability 
to he present, the Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, who 
sent a subscription of £10, said :-—** The Night 
Shelter is a charity in which I am keenly 
interested. It has strong claims on the sup- 
port of the charitable public, It helps poor 
men who are badly in need of assistance. It 
provides a temporary refuge for poor fellows 
who, through the thousand and one vicisst- 
tudes of life, are for the moment without a 
roof to shield them from the bitter winter 
weather. It gives many the needful helping- 
hand to turn the corner of misfortune, and its 
story tells of many who have through the 
Night Shelter been set on the way of employ- 
ment, and even prosperity. I wish the Com- 
mittee every success in their effort to pro 
vide funds for this excellent work. 

The interim report for 1925 stated that 
since January there were 35,022 admissions 
to the shelter, and 70,044 free meals were 

iven. The accounts now showed a debit 
st are of £3,238. The shelter was a com- 
paratively young institution, and had neither 
endowments nor vested funds. Unless, there- 
fore, it received a reasonable share of be 
quests and a steady flow of subscriptaons if 
would he extremely difficult, if not impossible. 
to continne the work. , i 

Senator H. L. Barniville, M.D., proposing 
the adoption of the report, said that it seemed 
to him that the report was in one respect a 
scandal and an indictment of their social life 
and boasted civilisation. The fact that there 
was any necessity for the existence of a night 
shelter was a blot on the escutcheon of the 
civilisation of Western Europe. (Applause.) 

At present there was great depression and 
poverty in Dublin and the country, but he 
thought that they had reason to hope that 
that unsatisfactory state of things would soon 
pass away. 

The Rev. John Flanagan, Adm., Fairview; 
who seconded the motion, said that at the 
shelter help was given to men from all parts 
of the country. The great need: was not 
merely an annual tide of subscriptions, but 
that the shelter should be remembered by 
those whose means were such that they could 
secure the charity from the anxiety that be 
set the men who had to carry on the work 

Judge O’Brien, supporting the motion, said 
that the report was a splendid record of splen- 
did and magnificent work. 

The Chairman said that the brothers of 
the Society looked after not only the material 
welfare, but also gave moral help to those 
who required it. 3 

Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., proposing 
“That the Shelter is worthy of the support 
of the citizens of Dublin, and that a sub- 
scription be now opened,” declared that 
everybody who knew anything about the work 
of the St. Vineent de Paul Society realised 
what a noble one it was 

Senator Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde. 
Rart., ‘seconding the resolution, said that 
the debit balance was tremendous, but, after 
all, what was that to a city like Dublin’

ECONOMY RECOMMENDATIONS 


A recommendation that the County Borough 
and County Councils of Londonderry should 
take concerted action to get from the Govern- 
ment an annual grant in aid of the mainten- 
ance of patients at the rate of 50 per cent. of 
the actual capitation cost (the grant got last 
year represented about 18 per cent.) was con- 
tained in the report of a sub-committee of the 
Londonderry mh and County Asylum 
Management Committee, which went into the 
estimates for next year in view of @ repre- 
sentation made by the County Council that 
they should be reduced, if possible, by £6,000. 

The Estimates Committee also proposed that 
their ‘members of Parliament should be re- 
quested to take steps to secure— 

(a) That the legal responsibility of parents 
and other relatives to contribute 
towards the maintenaner of patients be 
extended. ;

The other officials reíuscd to hand over the 
keys, and the robbers. evidently alarmed at 
the delay, collected all the cash they could 
find, and rushed out to the waiting cars, 
which were driven away at a furious pace. 

While the robbers were in the bank other 
members of the gang went to the Post Office 
aud smashed the telephone. Three members 
of the Civie Guard who tried to reach the 
bank were bundled into a public-house, 
where a man stood guard over them, and 
three others who approached were covered 
with rifles and told to stand aside. As the 
Guards were unarmed, resistance was out of 
the question. ‘The Rev. J. Butler, P.P,, who 
made a vigorous protest to the robbers at 
the bank, was also threatened.

FIS.: WORTH £1,000 ON BOARD. 


The crew of the steam trawler Lusby, 
owned by the Boston Deep Sea Fishing Com- 
pany, which was wrecked off the Donegal 
Coast last week, passed through Belfast at 
the week-end on their way to England. 

The Lusby left Fleetwood on sow No- 
vember 50th, with Captain 8. J. Thompson in 
command, and had been on a fishing expedi- 
tion off the North-West coast of Ireland, 
securing, during her fifteeg days at sea, a 
‘“catch’’ estimated at the iss of approxi- 
mi ‘ely between £900 and £1,000—the loss of 
whic is necessarily a serious one, 

When homeward bound, the vessel—in the 
words of one of the crew—‘“ struck a blind 
rock at Tory Island’ about 7 p.m. on Wed- 
nesday night, and was badly holed at the 
after end. The water ae rapidly, defy- 
ing the best efforts at the pumps, and the 
ship quickly took a bad list, with the result 
that orders were given for the crew to take 
to the small boat, the officers and a few deck 
hands standing by until the operation was 
effectively carried out. 

The shipwrecked crew pulled across in the 
darkness, against a strong current, to Tory 
Island, where the inhabitants received them 
with characteristic Donegal hospitality and 
did their utmost to provide for their comfort

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BURGLARS BUSY IN 
BELFAST, 


MONEY OVERLOOKED IN 
RIFLED DESK. 


Burglars were again active in May street, 
Belfast, on Friday night, attention being paid 
to four establishments. 

The firms concerned were Messrs. George 
Mohan and Co., hemstitchers and finishers ; 
John Robertson, Ltd., magneto specialists ; 
Smith and Pearson, Ltd., engineers; and A. 
Metcalf, potato merchant. 

At the rear of these premises there is a 
large yard, and it was from there that the 
thieves carried out their operations. 

A remarkable feature of the raids is that 
nothing was stolen from three of the concerns, 
and the only firm which suffered any loss was 
Messrs. Robertson’s, fram which a couple of 
loud speakers and a fountain pen were taken. 

The burglars apparently commenced their 
operations by wrenching a hasp from the large 
gate entrance into Messrs. Smith and Pear- 
son's Ltd. Here no article was discovered of 
value which would be easily removed. 

Mr. Robertson's private office was after- 
wards entered. The door was burst open, 
and the drawers of the desk searched. For- 
tunately a considerable sum of money which 
was lodged in one of the compartments for the 
purpose of paying the staff, escaped the 
notice of the intruders. 

A tool was carried from Mr. Robertson's 
workshop and used in an attempt to force 
open the office door in Messrs, Smith and 
Pearson's, Ltd. 

A window in the stairway leading to 
Messrs. George Mohan and Company's offices 
was smashed; but as these premises had been 
broken into three times previously within the 
last six months, a burglar-proof door was 
pate at the entrance, and the thieves were 
oiled in their efforts to get linen or other 
valuables.

WORKERS. 


ADVENTURER’S GOOD TIME 
IN CLARE. 


A plausible adventurer got a sharp sentence 
at the Ennis District Court on Friday when 
Justice Gleeson sentenced him to 12 months’ 
imprisonment, with hard. labour—two con- 
secutive sentences of six months each. 

According to the evidence, the accused, 
whose name is Thomas Brosnan, or 'M. T. 
Brosnan,” posed as “a returhed American 
with lots of money.” His story was that 
this money was in the care of Mr. James 
Lynch, State Solicitor, who was ‘“ managing 
his financial affairs in this country)’ By 
this pretence he obtained money now aa 


again. is money he spent so lavishly 
that his stories as to the phantom gold in the 
custody of the State Solicitor found credulous 


hearers in various districts, 

In one case he promised to repair a school 
at an expenditure of £250 in memory of his 
old schoolmaster; in another he thought that 
a “wake” was not being Fe "i in the 
old-fashioned style, so he ordered pigs’ heads 
and whiskey to make it merry and bright, 
and before his arrest he is stated to have 
been arranging for a supply of turkeys for 
the men working on the Shannon scheme, 
so as to give them a ‘“‘real feed” at 
Christmas. 

The first charge was one of obtaining by 
false pretences board and lodging with Mr. 
James ©’Regan, Sixmilebridge, to the value 
of £4 15s. 8d. Mr. O'Regan s manager, Mr. 
Kenny, gave evidence to the effect that on 
his first arrival in the village Brosnan had 
‘* plenty of real money, ' and threw it around. 
He spread the tale that he had made a great 
fortune in America, and that the State 
Solicitor was looking after it for him. In 
this way when his money was exhausted he 
found no difficulty in getting accommodated 
in Mr. O’Regan’s hotel, and during his stay 
ordered whiskey and beer win GR 

Mr. James Lynch, State Solicitor, said 
that he knew nothing of the aceused except 
that he came to him some time early in 
1924, informed Ta that Lioyd’s Insurance 
Co. owed him a large sum of money and in- 
structed him to make inquiries about it. —-e 
did so, and got a reply from Lloyd’s denying 


all knowle of Brosnan. Since: that date 
people had brought him “ dockets” purport- 
ing.to be si y Brosnan, and asking that 
bills should be paid. As there was no money

Brosnan s next appearance seems to have 
been at Miltown-Malbay, where he posed as 
“ Dr. Brosnan.” He told Mrs. O'Toole, of 
the Malbay Hotel, that he had just per- 
formed an operation on a child with Dr. 
Hickey, and had to go at once to Ennis to 
assist Dr. John B. MacClancy in another 
operation. Meantime he was short of change, 
and Mrs. O'Toole lent him 10s., in addition 
to letting him have his dinner, etc. 

The next step in his progress seems to have 
been a call at Messrs. Stewart's jewellery 
establishment in Ennis, again in company 
with a young woman, for whom he purchased 
a gold weistlet watch value £7 10s. He also 
got a ring value for £4, but did not pay for 
it either. Later both watch and ring were 
returned by the young woman. 

The accused pleaded guilty to all the 
charges, and asked to be dealt with sum- 
marily. His excuse was that he had been 
abroad, and had drunk so much that he did 
not know what he was doing. 

The Justice said that his record did not 
bear out that statement. During the ‘past 
few years there had been numerous convic 
tions against him in England, from Newcastle- 
on-Tyne down to Penzance, and he had also 
got twelve months’ imprisonment at Wicklow. 
He would be convicted on all the charges 
before the Court, and on each of them would 
be sentenced to six months’ with hard labour, 
to run consecutively, so that he would have 
twelve months before again being in a posi- 
tion to prey on the public.

If the terms íor which the 
building unions are holding out are. to 
prevail, there is no prospect of reducing 
costs, with the result that the noisome 
tenements will become more overcrowded 
than ever. . In. effect, the. question is 
whether the unions are to maintain regu- 
lations which were intended originally to 
apply to wholly different conditions, or 
whether not only the comfort, but also the 
health, of a “hole generation are to be 
sacrificed. 

Mr. Baldwin confesses his surprise that 
in so grave a crisis all concerned should 
not “have lent their hearts, heads and 
hands with no less zeal. than they lent 
them in war-time for the purpose of feed- 
ing and arming their fellow-countrymen. ' 
It may be that this appeal will go home, 
and that the fact that the Government 
has resolved upon direct action will con- 
vince the unions that they must also 
contribute their part to remove an evil 
that is felt more keenly by the workers 
than by any othe~ class. Their fears as 
to the reaction upon the wages of their 
members are altogether illusory. Dilution 
can be “-ranged upon lines which will 
amply safeguard the position of trade 
unionists, and the demand for houses is 
so great that at least a generation must 
elapse before the trade will be called upon 
to face a period of slackness. In Ireland 
the success or fiilure of the new experi- 
ment will be watched with the keenest 
interest. It is a melancholy reflection 
that, if Glasgow is the blackest spot in 
Great Britain, its housing conditions, bad 
as they are, are no worse than those in 
all Irish cities. In England and Scotland 
the crisis is due in the main to post-war 
conditions. With s, on the other hand, 
lack of adequate housing was the gravest 
of problems in pre-war days, and has 
reached a stage now that must be described 
as desperate. New developments in Great 
Britain may ding a ray of light into the 
darkness in which we have been so long and 
aimlessly groping. It is poor statesman- 
ship, however, to lookgto our neighbours 
for a lead; and the sooner we make up 
our minds to take.off. our coats in earnest 
| the sooner we shall wipe out a blot that 
is not only damaging to our prestige but 
a menace to national prosperity and well- 
being.

A lady traveller, 
accustomed to the air journey between 
London and Paris and to the hiring of 
aircraft which is almost a commonplace 
throughout Europe, recently was surprised 
on landing in Dublin and missing the 
Western mail to learn that she could not 
charter an aeroplane for the completion of 
her journey. . 

To-morrow Sir Sefton Brancker, the 
head of the British Civil Aviation De- 
partment, is to pay an unofficial visit 


to the Irish Free State in order to 
confer with those interested in flying 
on the best means for the develop- 


ment of aerial locomotion in this country. 
No doubt, we may rogard this visit as the 


first-fruits of the new confidence in 
Ireland's future engendered by the 
happier political atmosphere. We hope 


that the fullest advantage will be taken 
of Sir Sefton Brancker’s unique knowledge 
of this important subject, and that the 
tonferences held will issue in the definite 
initiation of aeria] services, between the 
two islands. Quickness of communication 
i: a fundamental to the progress of com- 
merce. Aviation can bring the business 
ceutres of Britai:. and Ireland within three 
hours’ journey of one another, and thus 
can give Ireland an advantage on British 
markets that never can be enjoyed by the 
distant Dominions or by foreign lands. 
Moreover, aviation can bring Paris within 
six hours’ journey of Dublin, and thus 
give our country daily contact with the 
Continent. Transatlantic flight yet may 
have its yortance for Irish business 
men. The Free State Army Air Force has 
planned a flight to the United States, and 
presumably its craft will follow that 
section of the “round-the-world” air 
route which runs from Clifden to St. John’s 
and along the coast of Nova Scotia for 
Boston or New York. In the fine little 
school of flying that works under Colonel 
Russell's direction at Baldonnel the Free 
State has the nucleus of what may become 
a precious svstem of civil communication 
not only between our country and America 
and Europe, but—using the Imperial air 
routes—with the most distant trade centres 
of the Empire.

OBITUARY. 


SIR HAMO THORNYCROFT. 


Sir (William) Hamo Thornycroft, the eminent 
sculptor, died or. Saturday at Oxford, in his 
seventy-sixth year. Sir Hamo Thornycroft 
was taken ill some weeks ago in London, and 
was removed to his country house at Coombe, 
Oxford. His illress becoming worse, he was 
taken to the Acland Nursing Home, Oxford. 
On Friday week he underwent an operation, 
and for a time he appeared to make good 
progress. On Friday last, however, his 
strength failed, and on Saturday morning he 
passed away, in the presence of Thorny- 
croft and the other members of his unity. 

Sir Hamo Thornycroft may be said to have 
inherited his gift, for his father ard mother 
were successful sculptors. Educated, first, 
at Macclesfield Grammar School, and after- 
wards at University College, London, he 
studied art at the Royal Academy of Arts, 
obtaining the Gold Medal in 1875. Six years 
later he was elected an Associate, and in 
1888 he became a member of the Academy. 

His ‘‘Teucer Drawing a Bow” and his 
statue of Artemis were so differer.t. from the 
conventional sculpture of his day that they 
created somewhat of a sensation, and they 
played a great part in his election to the 
Academy. 

Among his other works may be mentioned 
the statue of Queen Victoria in the. Royal 
Excharge, London; Cromwell, at West- 
minster; the national memorial to Gladstone 
in the Strand; Queen Victoria and King 
Edward, at Karachi; the Lord Curzon 
memorial at Calcutta, the monumert to 
General Gordon in Trafalgar square, London, 
and the war memorial at Durban. Sir 
Hamo’s latest »-ork was the marble group,

MR. WILLIAM PLUNKET CAIRNES. 
We regret to announce that Mr. William 
Plunket Cairnes, of Stameen, Drogheda, died 
at his Dublin residence, 6 Raglan road, on 
Friday last. A man of keen business capa- 
city, the late Mr. Cairnes became a director 
of the Great Northern Railway in 1896. He 
was appointed deputy chairman in 1909, and 
chairman in succession to the late Mr. Fane 
Vernon in February, 1923. Mr. Cairnes had 
been a director of the Bank of Ireland since 
1920, and was Chairman of the Drogheda and 
Castlebellingham Brewery Company, Ltd., be- 
sides acting on the Boards of the Newry and 
Greenowe Railway, the City of Dublin June- 
tion Railway (Loop Line), and the Strabane 
and Letterkenny Railway. He was born 68 
years ago, and was educated at Cheltenham 
College and Trinity College, Cambridge, of 
which University he was a Senior Wrangler. 
In 1886 Mr. Cairnes married a daughter of 
Major-General J, 8. Algar, who survives him. 
eof his sons, Lieutenant-Colonel Cairnes, 
is a director of the Great Southern Railways 
Company, Ltd. 
Apart from business interests, Mr. Cairnes’s 
energy found. an outlet in a wide range of 
activities. His home farm at Stameen is a 
model of its kind. Following the example of 
his father, who built the Plunket Cairnes wing 
of the Rotunda Hospital, Dublin, Mr. Cairnes 
was closely identified with the working of 
several charitable institutions, among these 
being the Sanatorium at Newcastle, County 
Wicklow. A member of St. Mary’s Church 
congregation, Drogheda, Mr. Cairnes took an 
active part in church and social work 
throughout the Counties of Louth and Meath, 
and was particularly interested in education. 
He was held in high esteem by all who knew 
him. 
Mr. Cairnes’s interest in the promotion cf 
housing schemes took practical shape in the 
erection of many fine terraces of dwellings in 
Drogheda. His latest contribution to the 
solving of the housing problems in Drogheda 
was a terrace of twelve houses on Cromwell’s 
Mount. These houses were built under the 
Government’s Housing (Building Facilities) 
Act, 1925, being State-aided to the amount of 
£60 or £70 per house, and were among those 
inspected by President Cosgrave during his 
recent visit to Drogheda.

REFERENCE IN ST. PATRICK’S 
CATHEDRAL. 


Canon J. C, Forrester, who preached at 
morning Service in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday, made the following re- 
ference to the late Lady Ardilaun :— 

I think I am not wrong in saying that it 
was a very strong sense of duty and of re- 
sponsibility for wealth and _ position which 
formed the character of Olive Lady Ardilaun, 
a constant worshipper in. this Cathedral, 
whose loss all Dublin mourns. Living, for 
one in her position, a simple life, without 
ostentation, she devoted her wealth and time 
to doing good. Each year she set aside a 
definite sum to be expended upon others; 
and it was a large proportion of her income. 
It would be difficult. to give a list of the 
religious and charitable institutions to which 
she contributed. generously; it would be im- 
possible to say how many individuals there 
are who owe to her © ptart in life. To enable 
young people to get*the training requisite 
for their life work was a great joy to her, 
ret she felt that money thus used was fruit- 
ful. 

But there was in her something more than 
a sense of duty. She had the true woman's 
heart to enter into and share the trials and 
sorrows of the r and. suffering. Everv 
week she visited the Hospital for Incur*’ 
Other Dublin hospitals often saw her. 9 
delighted to plan special treats for the sick 
and poor, bringing them out to St. Anne's. 
She visited tenement houses, going into each 
humble room, not as a great lady, but as a 
tender-hearted woman. And so she won the 
heart's love of numberless poor and destitute. 
‘God help the poor of Dublin,’’ said one old 
woman, weeping, “for no one wanted them 
but her.” And the people of a group of 
tenements gave their. pence to send a wreath 
for her cottin. Last week was received her 
annual cheque for £20 for Christmas gilts to 
our Cathedral Mission women. 

What she did for the intellectual and 
artistic life of Dublin is so well known that 
it will suffice to say her foundation of the 
Ardilaun Lectures in the Alexandra College, 
in the year 1922, gave a very valuaole 
stimulus to thought at a time when it was 
very sorely needed, And her very, generous 
donation of & large sum as a permanent fund 
for the education of promising young lrish- 
men will perpetuate, not only her name, but 
her influence. If her services have been great, 
she has had her reward in the warm affection 
of the poor and sorrowful. And thereat she 
now is well content. With her passing, 
Dublin has lost a great-hearted and a very 
gracious lady.

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THE IRAQ DEBATE. 
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To-morrow’s debate in the House of 
Commons on Iraq promises to be most 
interesting; for so many members in the 
past have committed themselves to rash 
statements concerning Mesopotamia, and, 
in all probability. will find that they have 
to take back their utterances. Iraq is one 
of the things to which the British Govern- 
ment is committed, and it is unable to 
shake off its responsibility. Naturally, 
there will be much talk to-morrow about 
the heavy financial commitments, and the 
possibility of a war with Turkey; but the 
terms of the motion put down by the 
Prime Minister and Mr. Amery leave no 
room for not supporting the Government. 
In all probability, not more than two or 
three Conservatives will be found in the 
Opposition Lobby. The Liberal Party 
suffers from a division of opinion over 
Iraq, more particularly as it is a present 
from its beloved League of Nations, while 
t ere is always in the party a certain 
amount of anti-Turkish sentiment, «nd 
this also will have to be taken into con- 
sideration to-morrow. It is not beyond the 
bounds of probability that the Govern- 
ment’s motion may be adopted without a 
division: 

The Iraq debate will not start much before 
4 o'clock to-iaorrow, since the amendments 
of tae House of Lords to the Criminal 
Justice Bill have first to be taken, followed 
by those of the Rating and Valuation Bill. 
There may be discussion on both these 
measures; but it is not likely to be pro- 
longed. The Prime Minister and Mr. 
Amery will both speak in the Iraq debate, 
but neither Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. who 
has left for Ceylon, nor Mr. Lloyd George, 
who has left for Italy, will be present, so 
that in both cases speeches will he made 
by seconds in command, probably Mr. 
Clynes and Mr. Macpherson. 


Steel Houses. 


The announcement of the Prime Minister 
that the Government intends to take 
direct action in the Scottish housing 
problem, and that, in the first place, houses 
built by alternative methods’’ will be 
provided, will revive interest in the question 
of structures of other materials than bricks 
and mortar. It is not contended that steel 
or concrete houses meet the wishes of the 
public to the same extent as those ‘of. the 
more orthodox ‘pattern, but they . would 
serve as satisfactory temporary accom- 
modation. So far as London is concerned, 
the necessity for steel houses did not arise, 
as excellent progress has been made with 
many local housing schemes, and new 
suburbs have sprung up inhabited by 
thousands of people during the past: year. 
in rural areas, however, the steel structure 
nay prove more popular, and it would 

ave been more in evidence but for the 
difficulty connected with the rate of wages 
paid for its erection. 


Rubber Prices. 


Indignation in the United States at the 
price of rubber is not difficult to under- 
stamd, but the advance is one of the 
oy things that could have happened 
to this country, since it may completely 
t-atisform the financial situation and turn 
the United States into a debtor instead 
of a, creditor. Seven-eighths of al! the 
rubbpr used by the United States is im 
portdd from British territories, and fetc! 
ing, ás it does, four shillings and fivepence 
a pond, the United States in four years 
will pay to this country a sum equivalent 
to our war debt. Thus, rubber can co 
much to re-establish the financial situat: 
affected by the heavy payments mace tv 
a year, since the favourable trade ba 
of the United States must decline if rubbe: 
continues on its present course, while ours 
must improve.

M BRIAND yesterday was able to

HOPES OF PEACE. 


SYRIAN NEGOTIATIONS.

Peace between France and the Jebel Druse 
is believed to be imminent, following the 
arrival last night of the Emir Arslau, the 
head of the Druse tribes in the Lebanon, at 
Sueida, where he is conferring with Sultan 
el Atrash.

The Emir is taking this action without con- 
ferring with the French authorities, who 
maintain the position that, having offered 
liberty and independence, they have no com- 
epee to offer until the enemy lays down

DAMASCUS, Sunday. 

The city remains calm, but encounters 
between French patrols and rebels are of 
daily occurrence. 

The Emir Arslau, chief of all the Druses, 
who permanently resides in Beirut, left here 
last Thursday morning for the Jebel Druse, 
accompanied by several persons who are 
closely connected with the Nationalist move- 
ment. It is reported that Doctor Shabandar, 
the leader of the Nationalists, is in the 
Jebel Druse. All this strengthens the hopes 
of peace being arranged. he Nationalists 
appear to prepared to influence the 
brigand elements in Damascus to discontinue 
hostilities, realising that, without Druse fight- 
ing material, they must fail, while each day 
adds to the danger of the economic situation 
becoming desperate.—(Press Association tele- 
gram.)

BERLIN, Sunday. 

It is stated here that should the 
industrial crisis become more serious, a 
dictatorship will be established in 
Germany. 

During the last half of November un- 
employment hers increased by more than 
50 per cent. Nearly 700,000 were receiving 
State assistance on December 1, according. 
to the latest figures issued by the Ministry 
of Labour. 

As no. one is able to form a Govern- 
ment, it is indicated that Herr -Gessler 
will be. made responsible for public order 
under the title of ‘‘ Reich Commissioner.’’ 

The proclamation of martial law was 
under consideration for several days, but, 
as the prcvincial Government are of the 
opinion that sucl. action is not yet 
warranted, the plan has been dropped for 
the present. 


COLDER WEATHER 
COMING. 


HEAVY SNOWFALL IN 
SCOTLAND. 


While it is yet too -- to say what the 
weather may be like at Christmas, the fore- 
cast -to-day speaks of colder weather with 
sleet or cold. rain showers in Ireland. 

Sunday in Dublin was dull and overcast, 
with occasional rain; but the. weather was 
milder: than that to which we have been 
accustomed of late. 


COLD SPELL APPROACHING. 

A meteorological expert expressed the 
opinion in po am on Saturday that there is 
every possibility of the Christmas weather 
being seasonably cold, with snow and frost. 

There is little doubt that the country is in 
for a cold spell very shortly. Everything 
points to severe frost and snow, and, if all 
goes according to plan, England and Scotland 
will be swept by Polar winds with an icy 
chill in them. 

There were severe snowstorms in the North 
of Ergland in the early hours of Saturday, 
and practically the whole of Scotland is snow- 
covered. 

‘The snowfall in Scotland varied from eight 
inches at Airemore, Inverness, to five inches 
on Loch Lomond. Yesterday there was a fur- 
ther heavy fall at Loch Lomord. 


SEVERE WEATHER AT GLASGOW. 

At Glasgow the weather was bitterly cold 
yesterday, twenty degrees of frost being 
registered. 

The snow has advanced as far south as 
Tynemouth. Here the line of demarcation 
is formed by a depression stretching from 
the warmer shores of Spain, which is armed | 
with mild breezes and ‘muggy’ low | 
pressure. 

lt is this low pressure system which at 
present embraces Southern England, but 
every hour it is being driven back, and it is 
anticipated that it will fail completely to 
counteract the effects of the Polar wind. 

Weather experts predict that the victory 
of the North will soon be established 
definitely. 

There is a possibility of a further low 
pressure system arriving from the Sonth, and 
it may be more effective against the present 
all-conquering North than that which is now 
being vanquished. 


HEAVIEST SNOWFALL FOR YEARS. 

Dundee was on Saturday in the throes of 
the worst snawstorm for twelve years. . For 
over twenty-four hours the fall of snow never 
ceased, and in outlying districts it is lying to 
a depth of over six inches. Keen frost set in 
in the early morning. . 

Many unemployed wére at work clearing 
the streets, and the tramway service was dis- 
organised. On the slopes with which Dundee 
is plentifully endowed sledging and ski-ing 
were freely indulged in, and the scene was 
reminiscent of Switzerland. Curling-and skat- 
ing were also enjoyed. 

Many of the roads in the East of Scotland 
are completely blocked, and in some cases 
sleighs are performing the work of wheeled 
vehicles. On the hill holdings thany sheep 
have been lost, and sheep farmers almost 
everywhere have retorted to hand-feeding of 
stock. 

In the Northern Highlands there have been 
heavy falls of snow, with keen frost, and 
roads in many places are blocked. 

The snowstorm was general over Aberdeen- 
shire, where farm work has been suspended. 


26 DEGREES‘ OF FROST. 

Intense frost prevailed in Perthshire. The 
whole county was practically frost-bound, 26 
degrees of frost being registered at Perth. 
The. heavy snow brought down telephone 
wires in many districts. 

A concert party being conveyed by. motor 
car: from Kirkby Stephen to Askrigg were 
unable: to proceed beyond Mallerstang owing 
to the snowdrifts, and the journey had to be 
abandoned. 


RUSH TO THE CONTINENT. 

What is likely to be a record Christmas rush 
for the Continent commenced on Friday. The 
lure of the Riviera and of winter sports abroad 
is proving irresistible, and according to an 
official of Messrs. Thomas.Cook and Son, the 
tourist agents, many more people are travel- 
ling this year than was the case last 
December.

ENGLISH RAILWAY 
WAGES. 


WORKERS AND THE AWARD. 


A meeting of: railwaymen, convened by 
North Islingten Labour Party, was held 
yesterday to discuss the National Wages 
Board award. 

Mr. Chariton, M.P. for South Leeds, de- 
clared that the railways, as at present orga- 
nised, would be unable to continue. They 
had to set about thinking how to reconstruct 
society on a co-operative basis. The only 
solution, so far as regarded the railways, 
would be public ownership; but public owner- 
ship next year would not give rises next year.

He urged 
them to reject the award until they got some- 
thing for the shopmen.

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FRENCH FINANCE. 


AN UNCHANGED 
PROBLEM. 


In a leading article The Times says :—M. 
Doumer, the new Finance Minister of France, 
seems to have fared better than his pre- 
decessor in his initial effort to reform the 
finances of the country. _ On Saturday he 
submitted to the Cabinet an. outline of his 
plans, and discussed with the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Chamber the question whether 
certain items of expenditure should. be in- 
eluded in the Budget or provided for in 
autonomous accounts. The attitude of the 
Cabinet seems to have been to listen with a 
kindly open-mindedness. It did not, it is 
understood, entirely agree with his views and 
hopes, but it will not make its final decision 
until the proposals are submitted in detail 
to-morrow, - 

The spectacular improvement in the franc 
at the end of last week—the Paris Exchange 
touched 125f. on Saturday, which is about 
11f. below the worst point. touched during 
the week—is not to bé ‘assdéciated’ with ‘the 
friendly reception given to M. Doumer’s 
efforts. On the contrary, it seems to be 
directly connected with the project for 
borrowing on a large scale put forward by the 
textile industrialists of the Nord. These 
penttomen, whose business compels them to 

uy .cotton wool and other articles from 
abroad, possess.a lively sense of the advan- 
tages of a stable currency, for they are heavy 
sufierers from the depreciation of the franc, 
since every fall increases the cost of their 
raw material. The scheme has not been 
reduced to precise détails, but the notion is 
that. a loan of about ten milliards of francs 
might be raised at home or abroad, or both, 
with, as security, a 10 per cent. charge on 
their turnover. The offer is a fine exhibition 
of patriotism( but it is not “the intellectual 
nugget ’’ that the French politicians seem to 
be. seeking to give them—-a balanced budget, 
a stable currency, a consolidated debt, and 
all the other advantages of sound economical 
finance, without any of its painful corollaries, 
such. as economy and higher taxation. It is, 
in fact, merely a proposal to mortgage income 
in the long future fcr the sake of comfort in 
the immediate and passing present. 

The financial problem of France has not 
been changed, nor can it be changed by 

rojects of this kind. She must balance her 
3udget by making income equal expenditure, 
or expenditure equal income. It is for the 
Finance Minister to decide which method is 
the more desirable.

FRENCH MINISTER'S 
PROPOSALS.

PARIS, Sunday: - 

The offer made to the Government by 
the textile manufacturers of Northern 
France—they offered to pledge their in- 
dustry as security for a loan of ten 
milliard francs (£76,900,000) in order to 
stabilise the franc, has given the public 
fresh confidence in the future of French 
finance. "e = 

It was undoubtedly the chief cause of 
the sudden recovery in the franc at the 
end of ‘he week. 

It remains to bé seen whether the pro- 
posal will be réaliséd; and in what way. 
Its reception in indust:‘al and commercial 
circles has been mixed. Meanwhile M. 
Doumer is preparing to deal with the 
situation, without taking account of the 
offer made by the industrialists. 

MINISTER'S PLANS. 

He gave the Cabinet yesterday an cut- 
line of what he proposed to do, and dis- 
cussed wit the Finance Committee of the 
Chamber whether certain items of expen- 
diture were to be included in the Budget 
or provided for independently. He is of 
opinion that the amount for war pensions 
—about 1,600,000,000 francs (£12,507,000) 
—for 1926 should be met out of Budgetary 
revenue, as well as the cost of regulating 
the postal and telegraphic services. On 
the other hand, he proposes to inchade in 
the receipts the additional revenue pto- 
vided for by M. Loucheur in the bill 
passed on December 4, to cover the fresh 
advances received from the Banque de 
France. 

Nothing definite is known about the rest 
of his intentions, but it is asserted that he 
hopes to obtain all the revenue required 
to cover next year’s expenditure by— 

A more rigorous and careful collection 

of income tax ; 

Raising the price of tobacco ; 

Applying the existing turnover tax to 

exports ; and 

Raising it on all commodities except 

necessities. 

Thus no new direct taxation would be 
required. 

AN OPTIMISTIC VIEW. 

M. Doumer is said to be very optimistic 
about the results to be obtained by a 
better application of the income tax. He 
believes that it might be made so pro- 
ductive that the increase in the turnover 
tax would only be needed for next year. 

It is understood that, so far, the 
Cabinet docs not entirely agree with his 
views and hopes. H> will submit his 
proposals in detail to it on Tuesday, when 
a decision will be taken.

but. on actual, conditions; a system of 
sufficient compulsion to | ensure that the 
attendance at the schools would be a credit, 
and not, as it is, a disgrace to any country 
that professed to have nny! respect for ‘earn- 
ing or progress; and, above all, teachers of 
th; right type—men and women of hig 
character, of sound education, of broad 
culture, whose very personality would be an 
inspiration to effort, to conduct, to education. 

Tho education and training of the teacher 
being of such vital importance, the Executive 
lad for a quarter of a century stressed the 
importance of having the training of all 
teachers carried on m connection with the 
Universities, and had done so, not only on 
professional grounds, but jin the interests of 
the chil’ and of the State.

Zinoviev, Commissar of the Leningrad 
district and President of the Third Inter- 
national, in a speech before the Leningrad 
Communist Party conference, denounced the 
Moscow policies.

a bourgeois city. This course, he claimed, 
would place the Russian proletariat under a 
yoke just as heavy as that of Tsarism.

there can be no pension scheme as long as 
security of tenure for the lay teachers 18 
openly sneered at by many of their ‘clerical 
failte.

‘TRAPPED BY FIRE.

SIX LIVES LOST IN A MINE. 


The remaining five men entombed as the 
result of the explosion at the Birchenwood 
Colliery, Kidsgrove, Staffordshire, last Friday 
night are given up for lost, and the place 
where they are known to be is to be sealed 
up in order to save the pit from the dis- 
astrous effects which a spreading of the fire 
would involve. 

The names of the victims are — 

William Owen, Gilbert street, Kidsgrove. 

John Owen, Wellington road, Kidsgrove. 

Fred. Lowndes, Butt lane, Talke, 

Thomas Grocott, Butt lane, Talke. 

Leonard Caton, Queen street, Goldephill. 

Dan Swinsworth, High street, Goldenhill. 

The body of Caton was recovered on the 
side of the explosion nearest the pit-mouth. 

The explosion occurred at a place where 
ten men were engaged. Amos Whalley, a 
fireman, and three of the men escaped, 
although badly burned, but the six other men 
were trapped. [Efforts to reach them were 
greatly hampered by fire, which broke out on 
the main level. Fire extinguishers, sand, and 
stone dust were employed in an effort to put 
out the flames, and the attempts were almost 
successful, but the fire broke out again, and 
increased to such an alarming extent that 
rescue operations had to be abandoned. 

The origin of the explosion is not known, 
and surprise is expressed by the officials at 
the outbreak of the fire, having regard to the 
liberal manner in which the mine was 
sprinkled with stone dust. This fact obviously 
saved the mine from a greater disaster by con- 
fining the area of the flame. 

There were 378 men at work on the after- 
noon shift when the éxplosion occurred. 
Most of them reached a position of safety in 
the ordinary way, but a number were badly 
burnt by the explosion before they were able 
to reach the pit bottom. 
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WAGES PROBLEM IN ENNIS. 


COUNCIL WILL NOT TACKLE IT. 
Faom Ovrn Own ConRRESPONDENT, 
ENNIS, Friday. 

Giving evidence to-day at the inquiry into 
the performance of their duties by the Ernis 
Urban Council, Mr. Frank Dowling, Borough 
Surveyor, said that unless half the houses in 
the town were knocked down it would be 
impossible to enforce the regulations regard- 
ing ursafe buildings. Why, he said, every 
second chimney in the prineipal streets was 
dangerous. 

Referring to the high rates of wages pre- 
vailing in the towp, he said that no private 
builder—not to speak of a public bedy—could 
hope to be allowed to do any building work 
unless he paid the local rates. 

Mr. T. V. Honan, Chairman of the Urban 
Council, said that the only economies which 
might be effected by his body would be the 
reduction of wages and salaries, and the 
Council frankly would not tackle that 
problem. 

Mr. P. KE. Kenneally, a member of the 
Council, said that the present body had been 
appointed to office without an election, and 
simply as the result of a ‘‘ pact’’ between the 
business and the labour interests.

DOMESTIC SERVANT’S DEATH 
FROM BURNS. 


On the ground that the employer allowed 
too much time to elapse before a doctor was 
called to attend to his daughter—Florence 
Mary Higgins, domestic servant—whose 
clothes had caught fire while she was working 
in the kitchen, and who died at Roscommon 
County Infirmary as a result of burns, James 
Higgins, Lisacul, claimed £300 compensation 


from ichael Doherty, shopkeeper and 
farmer, at Roscommon Circuit Court last 
Saturday. 


Mrs. Nora Higgins, wife of the applicant, 
stated that the accident oceurred on the morn- 
ing of Friday, the 20th September last, and 
her daughter did not get medical attention 
until the following Monday. 

Replying to Mr. Ross Heuston, B.L,, for 
the respondent, the witness said that the 
Dohertys gave the girl some bread soda to 
put on the burns. 

The defence was that the girl, in lighting 
the fire, exceeded her duties, and that, as the 
girl’s father and mother were with her, there 
was no use in the defendant sending for a 
doctor. 

In reply to Miss Dillon Leech, B.L., who 
“on for the MS Bee the defendant 
admitted that the girl died as the result of 
burns received while in his house, but said 
that she was employed by his son, who had 
since gone to America. 

The judge advised Mr. Ross Heuston to 
arrange a settlement, and later, having con- 
sulted with hig client, said that an award by 
consent had been arranged. The respondent 
was to pay the applicant £60 and £2 ex- 
penses, and cancel a debt of the applicant, 
amounting to 8s.
